Roosevelt read to his press con- 
ference a statement of administra- 
tion policy as set out by the secre- 
taries of agriculture, labor and the 
treasury and by the federal re- 
serve chairman.

that the maintenance of easy credit 
conditions was a part of the gen- 
eral program and that the treasury 
and federal reserve board would 
cooperate to that end. 


"Our program." this statement 


said, "seeks a balanced system of 
prices such as will promote a bal- 
anced expansion in production Our 
goal is a 
constantly 
increasing 


national income through increas- 
ing production and 
employment. 


This is the way to increase the real 
income of the consumers."

Congress is about to consider bills 


to carry out the plan lor reorganiz- 
ing the executive branch of the 
government It will be remembered 
that the proposal was made by the 
President more than a year ago, 
shortly 
before he submitted the 


judiciary 
bill 
That 
spectacular 


move completely distracted public 
attention from executive reorganiz- 
ation, and although committees of 
Congress and departmental officials 
have continued to work on it, only 
now will the matter come up lor 
action in Congress. 


The scheme covers a great many 


controversial questions. But almost 
certainly the most important is that 
involving the office of Comptroller 
General. To the layman this is a 
very dull subject of controversy, 
and it is certainly a most compli- 
cated and technical subject Yet it 
involvot what is perhaps one of the 
two or three 
most 
fundamental 


problems 
in the 
maintenance of 


responsible government It involves 
the question of the control of ex- 
ecutive 
officials 
by the people's 


representatives in Congress.

* 
Power Of Congress Is 
Control Over Money 


Put more exactly, the question Is 


how Congress can make it certain 
that the President and the officials 
under him will in fact do what 
Congress intends that they should 
do when it enacts a law. For if the 
executive officials do not do what 
Congress intended, if the executive 
officials do something else that hap- 
pens to seem more desirable 
to 


them, then the will of Congress is 
defeated. It has paid the piper and 
it has called the tune, but the piper 
has whistled some other tune 'that 
he likes better. 


As a matter of long historical ex- 


perience, and in every day practice, 
th* principal way that Congress 
controls the Executive is by supply- 
In? the Executive with the money 
which he must have to do anything 
at all. By saying how much money 
the Executive may have and what 
he must spend it for. the people's 
representatives exercise their con- 
trol over executive officials. It is 
their greatest power. By refusing to 
appropriate money they can shut 
off any activity of government that 
they do not like, and there is no 
power anywhere which can compel 
them to provide the money. 
* 
* * 
Hard To Determine 
Filial Use Of Funds 


But this power to control is not 


a reality if all that Congress does 
is to vote money earmarked for 
certain definite purposes. Congress 
has to know that the money was 
actually spent for those purposes 
or Us supposed control over the 
Executive is a mockery. Now, with 
the Executive spending some eight 
billions a year through some hun- 
dred and thirty departments, bu- 
reaus, commissions and what not, 
it is impossible for Congress to 
know whether its will is actually 
being carried out In fact, Congress 
never finds out except more or 
less by accident in particular cases, 
what happens to the money it has 
instrusted to the Executive. 


The question is how Congress is 


to find out whether the Executive 
has actually done what Congress 
meant him to do. This question has 
troubled Congress for a long time, 
and shortly after the war there was 
set up the present office of Comp- 
troller General. Congress thought it 
had answered the question. It cre- 
ated an official, ^appointed by the 
President, confirmed by the Senate, 
for a term of fifteen years and re- 
movable only by Congress. It was 
to be the business of the Comp- 
troller to act as the watchdog of 
Congress by deciding in the name 
of Congress whether any expend- 
iture was legal. 


Though the intention was excel- 


lent, the result was not Congress 
got nothing put of the Comptroller 
except the illusion that it had a 
watchdog on guard. It never got 
any report from its own agent on 
what had really happened to its ap- 
propriations. All it has had was the 
meaningless knowledge that noth- 
ing had been spent which this one 
overworked and necessarily 
be-

Surely it must be clear that if 


Congress is to hold the Executive 
truly accountable, it must receive 


Really Getting the Tune 
independent reports on what has 
actually been done with the money. 
There must, as the accountants say. 
be an audit made by an agent ol 
Congress. We have no audit today. 
For since the Comptroller may de- 
cide in advance how the money is 
to be spent, his reports are simply 
reports approving the correctness 
of his own decisions. An audit to 
be any good at all must be made by 
some one who had nothing to do 
with the original decision. For if he 
had anything to do with it he is al- 
ready committed, and what he says 
has no value as an independent 
examination. 


Now. 
unfortunately, the pending 


bills do not very clearly recognize 
the difference between the power 
to approve payments in advance 
and the power to audit them after- 
wards. These two functions are still 
somewhat confused though it would 
seem as if the present bills were at 
least headed definitely in the right 
direction, towards the 
establish- 


ment of a congressional audit They 
ought if possible to be clarified and 
strengthened. 
For it seems very 


clear, from the experience of Bri- 
tain, and from the best corporate 
practice in this country, that the 
only way to impose financial ac- 
countability is through a real audit, 
and 
the only way to get a real 


audit is to have.it made by some 
one who has had nothing whatever 
to do with any decision to spend 
tho money. Thus in a well-managed 
corporation the stockholders are 
furnished an audit made not by the 
directors or by the officers but by 
an outside accountant. 


If Congress is to hold the Execu- 


tive accountable, it must do it not 
by a watchdog who pretends to ap- 
prove all payments but really can- 
not begin to do that—it must do it 
by getting full reports of what has 
been done and these reports must 
be made by its own agent. Then 
Congress can call upon the Execu- 
tive for explanations 
and know 


what it is talking about. The know! 
edt;e that every transaction is goin 
to be reported to Congress and tha 
any transaction may have to be ex 
plained to Congress is the bes 
guarantee that could be devised t 
make the Executive responsible.

It was fitting that Joseph A. Stran- 


sky, state highway commission engineer 
from Milwaukee, should tell a Fond du 
Lac group recently that superhighways 
through the Fox river valley are inevita- 
ble. It would also be fitting i£ groups in 
Oshkosh, DePere and Green Bay were to 
hear such remarks. 


The four cities named are the bot- 


tlenecks along 
Highway 
41, principal 


traffic 
artery 
in 
the 
valley. 
The 


process of. routing Highway 41 away from 
them, as has been practically accomplished 
from south of Neenah to north of Kau- 
kauna. has not yet been undertaken, al- 
though frequently discussed. 


So long as these cities stand in the 


way of smooth progress along the valley, 
residents of Neenah, Menasha, Appleton 
and Kaukauna cannot reap the benefits 
of the million dollars expended in their 
localities to keep Highway 41 out in the 
country- Motorists from other cities, how- 
ever, gain the full benefit of the re-rout- 
ing since, in a short time, it will be pos- 
sible to drive from Green Bay to Osh- 
kosh without once entering a single city. 
Formerly, there were four such friction 
points along the route. 


Until the time comes when Highway 


41 is completely shifted away from nar- 
row, crowded streets, a Kaukauna driver 
headed toward Milwaukee must struggle 
through Oshkosh and Fond du Lac but 
misses Appleton, Menasha and Neenah. 
An Appleton driver going the same di- 
rection is able to avoid the twin cities 
whose residents, in turn, gain nothing by 
driving south. They can only utiliae the 
new highway when going north. 


In short, the benefit of work done in 


the superhighway area extending from 
northern Winnebago county through Out- 
agamie county accrues almost entirely to 
areas where similar projects have not 
been undertaken. 


Traditionally, there are supposed to be 


commercial and community objections to 
routing a main highway outside of city 
limits. This may have been a reasonable 
argument back in the days when automo- 
biles stopped often and rarely went very 
far. 
It is certainly no argument today 


when the large majority of motorists en 
route through the valley generally have 
no reason to stop along the way and ob- 
viously have no right to add to the traffic 
problems of valley cities. 


Yet, so far as Fond du Lac, Oshkosh, 


DePere and Green Bay are concerned, 
they have no other choice. 


NO MORE READING?

BIG BUILDING 


Sooner or later al! this construction 


business will get out of the realm of 
talk and into action. Vast plans are cook- 
ing.

lately is that of a big life insurance com- 
pany which wants to invest $100,000,000 
in a housing project for rental purposes. 
If it does, some of the other insurance 
people mqy follow. 
. Bonds, apparently, are not what they 


used to be. Big money in the bank doesn't 
earn its keep. In apartment and office 
buildings, especially the former, provided 
the jobs are wisely planned and thriftily 
•built',and managed, there should be 5 


p«r cent return in prosperous years and 3 
per cent in dull years. 


Some of the federal housing projects 


have foozled, but on the whole such ex- 
periments have probably been useful, sug- 
gesting to private enterprise a job that 
the latter should be taking over, and 
showing things to copy or avoid. 


SLOW JUDGES 


Congressmen who are still intent upon 


reforming the judiciary now seek to speed 
up judicial decisions by docking the pay 
of federal judges who have on hand unde- 
cided cases for ninety days or more. 


Criticism which reflects the state of 


public opinion of any part of our exteh- 
sive governmental system should be wel- 
comed,—but minutely examined for flaws 
on all sides. 
' Wisconsin knows something of an at- 
tempted speed-up in its judicial work be- 
cause it has tried several expedients and 
not with the degree of success promised. 


We cannot have a fair ratio between 


jurists unless we make out for them par- 
allel causes requiring equal 
length of 


time. One may draw a trial of a case in- 
volving long and extended accounts cov- 
ering a period of years and which is 
crisscrossed with various problems de- 
manding much time and thought for a 
just solution. 
Another may run through* 


a covey of cases relatively simple 'and easy 
to decide. One jurist may have twenty 
cases a month to dispose of while an- 
other has but ten; one may have one hun- 
dred preliminary motions or decisions to 
make before trial and other but a small 
fraction of that quantity. 


Moreover the mental apparatus of all 


men works at a different rate of speed 
and with varying consequences. 
We have 


men on the bench whom we might de- 
scribe as brilliant. They foresee an argu- 
ment before it is put and their minds with 
lightening rapidity are balancing equities 
in the developing case far in advance of 
its conclusion. 


We have jurists, too, who move in a 


slower 
and 
more 
ponderous fashion. 


Sometimes they are guided by a con- 
science that forbids them from deciding 
matters until they have turned them over 
and over in their minds, and were they 
speeded up unduly the character of their 
work would suffer. 


Although we must fight delays in jus- 


tice and work steadily to improve our 
system and prod slow moving judges to 
as early decisions as possible it is not 
inappropriate in considering a question of 
this kind which involves so many human 
equations to ask congressmen why they 
have not made their own work swifter 
and more practical. 
And it is probable, 


too, to answer for them, that the delays 
in legislative business 
that 
sometimes 


annoy us are created or permitted that our 
system may not suffer suffocation through 
artificial means advanced noisily for the 
alleged purpose of efficiency.

can woman will wear next summer, then 
we are in for a lot of thrillers.

There need bp little surprise at the behavior 


of Noble John Moore, the former confidence 
man who, appearing as the chief government 
witness at the trial of William J. Graham and 


j James C. McKay, Reno gamblers and night- 
] club operators, suddenly and inexplicably re- 
' canted the testimony he had given at the previ- 
ous two trials against the same men. The trial, 
which is proceeding before Justice Willis Van 
Devanter and a jury in Federal court, involves 
a complicated story of swindling which need 
not be discussed here. 


The wonder of it Is that he was induced to 


testify against the defendants in the first place. 
Now that, for whatever reason he has disavow- 
ed his tale, we are reminded once again of the 
almost insurmountable difficulties which lie in 
the way of the prosecution of that extremely 
slippery type of swindler known as the "con 
man." It is the rarest thine in the world for a 
"con man" to turn acainst his own gang. For 
one thing, it would be dangerous: many con- 
fidence men are urbane and polished fellows, 
but among any such organization there always 
are a few who would be delighted to resort to 
violence. Again, the prosecution is almost al- 
ways faced with the reluctance of the "sucker" 
to testify against the men who have fleeced 
him: this may be partly because of fear and 
partly bccnuse of the natural aversion to be- 
coming known publicly as "the victim type." 


Nevertheless, there have been many instanc- 


es of the successful prosecution of confidence 
men. Perhaps the most spectacular was car- 
ried out almost twenty years ago, when Col- 
onel Philip S. Van Cisc was district attorney 
of Denver—a city known at that time as "The 
Rig Store" because it was the center of the 
operations of the nation's confidence men. Col-

Far be it from me to deny the 


gratification one gets from scratch- 
ing the place that itches. I've had 
the old fashioned itch. I've had a 
few furious bouts with orthoform 
erythema (before I discovered that 
contract with orthoform caused it).

caterpillar. And most maddening of 
all, I've had ivy poisoning. Scratch- 
ing is the sovereign remedy for 
any ephemeral itching, yet instinct 
may 
go wrong; the more you 


scratch any skin disease the worse 
it will grow. 


One of the commonest forms of 


pruritus is bath pruritis, itching 
after a bath. The remedy for this 
is simple: Don't bathe. Just change 
your clothes and expose your body 
to the air. That's one way to keep 
clean—taking a daily air bath of 
half an hour or longer, 
as Ben 


Franklin did while writing in his 
com for an hour or two every 
morning. Were it not for our un- 
natural clothing, which interferes 
more or less with ventilation of the 
skin and oxidation of secretions, 
we'd be nearly as clean as 
the 


animals and birds, which are pret- 
ty clean, even without soap and 
water bathing. 


Now don't be a snob. We'll take 


it for granted that you just can't 
do without a bath at least once in 
a while. We don't care how often 
you wallow in water. But if you 
itch too much you had belter bathe 
as rarely as possible and the less 
soap you use the more comfortable 
your skin will be. Water, particu- 
larly hot water, removes consider- 
able oil from the skin. Soapy water 
removes still more. If it were the 
general custom to apply some more 
skin oil immediately after every 
bath, people would suffer much less 
from skin irritations, especially in 
the 
winter 
months 
when 
the

roost effective in scuttling Capper's 
marital legislation was the anti- 
lynching filibuster. Not only wai 
much time consumed which might 
have been given over to such is- 
sues as the marriage bill, but th« 
southern senators picked out th« 
marriage bill for incidental pot- 
shots as they worried through the 
weeks. Senator Ellender pictured it 
as likely to weaken southern mar- 
riage laws so there \vould be »

whites and negro races. 


Senator Capper and the women's 


groups supporting his campaign 
never have contended it would be 
possible to enact uniform 
federal 


marriage and divorce laws without 
a constitutional amendment, but a 
bill has always been introduced 
right along with the amendment 
ever since the drive was inaugu- 
rated about 1923. 


The bill contains many provi- 


sions which would irritate patrons 
of free and easy marriage and di- 
vorce. No longer would marrying 
New \orkers be able to speed into 
Connecticut's Greenwich, for the 
bill provides a two-weeks waiting 
period after the license is granted. 
The license must be obtained in the 
county the woman lives in, the bill 
provides, but once the license is ob- 
tained a couple can be married In 
any county in the country. But they 
must decide on the county in ad- 
vance so it can be written on the 
license.

Capper Still Hopeful 


Parents must give consent for 


boys ol 18 or girls of 16 to marry, 
the bill provides, and none may 
marry younger. Exceptions are pro- 
vided where babies are involved. 


For violations there is a penalty 


upon the couple, the license clerk 
or the parson, ranging from $100 to 
$500. Moreover, the license must list 
the names of all previous mates of 
either party and how the marriage 
was ended. 


As grounds for divorce, the-bill 


sets up cruelty, abandonment, in- 
sanity, conviction of an infamous 
crime or adultery 
of one of the 


parties. If both are guilty of adul- 
tery, the marriage must go right on. 
No divorce trial may be held with- 
in two months of the filing of tht 
suit, and a year must elapse before 
the parties may remarry. 


The bill is designed to make di- 


vorces or marriages in one state le- 
gal in all others, regardless of »'hat 
supplementary local laws there are, 
and that is part of what annoyed 
the southerners, most 
of whose 


states outlaw white-negro mar- 
riages, regardless of where they 
were performed. 


Senator Capper expects that the 


activities of several women's clubs 
in support of the amendment and 
bill ultimately will get the legisla- 
tion a hearing.

Marketing Quotas 
Part of Granary 
Plan, Expert Says 


Don 
Anderson, 
State 


Economist, Gives Sugges- 
tions Regarding Program 


While recognizing the merit of 


the plan for an ever-normal gran- 
ary of food and Iced grains, Don 
Anderson, University of Wisconsin 
economist, in a bulletin to R. C. 
Swanson. county agricultural agent, 
reminds state farmers that 
they 


will do well to give much thought j 
to possible actions which may be 
taken independent of or through 
government to assure an ever nor- 
mal supply of things farmers would 
like and need to buy. 


Anderson is convinced that fluc- 


tuations in the volumes of indus- 
trial production 
due to industry's 


inability to maintain 
production 


rather than to fluctuation in sup- 
plies of agriculutral products have 
caused the ups and downs in farm 
prices. 


The objective of the ever-normal 


granary as it applies to the cereal 
products of the farm, is to smooth 
out to a limited extent, the fluc- 
tuations in supplies of grain avail- 
able from year to year. It is not 
proposed to store enough corn to 
care for extreme conditions such as 
resulted from the drouths of 1934 
and 1936, according to Anderson. 


In commenting upon the ever- 


normal granary project, Anderson 
expressed the opinion that market- 
ing quotas are a part of the plan. 
Under certain conditions market- 
ing quotas would be 
Riven each 


farmer in the corn belt, he explain- 
ed, and the producer would not be 
permitted to market or feed more 
bushels than there were in his mar- 
keting quota. This part of the pro- 
gram, Anderson explained, would 
become effective only if the pro- 
ducers in the commercial corn areas 
of the corn belt by a referendum 
vote in the late summer or early 
fall, had demonstrated by a two- 
thirds majority that they wanted 
surplus control. 


The economist was insistent that 


emphasis on the ever-normal gran- 
ary should not cause farmers to 
overlook the fact that it is the fluc- 
tuations in the volume of industrial 
production that have caused the 
ups and downs in farm prices.

Rations Important 
In Improving Pig 
Crop, Expert Says 


Animals Should be Given 


Plenty of Exercise and 


Given Good Quarters 


"Good feeds, the right amount of 


feed, plenty of exercise and com- 
fortable quarters." 


This is the formula for produc- 


ing better quality pigs for the 1938 
crop that James Lacey, extension 
•nimal husbandman of the college 
of agriculture recommends in a bul- 
letin to R. C. Swanson, Outagamie 
county agent. 


Using the farm raised feed sup- 


ply as the foundation, Lacey would 
add what is necessary to make the 


. following ration to feed the sows: 


corn 85 pounds, tankage 5 pounds, 
and chopped alfalfa or clover hay 
10 pounds. In this ration corn fur- 
nishes the digestible nutrients in 
large amounts, while the starch or 
carbohydrate in the corn is balanc- 
ed by the tankage, which in turn is 
the source of excellent 
available 


animal protein. Chopped alfalfa or 
clover hay are sources of vitamins 
and are also feeds that furnish min- 
erals in plentiful amounts. 


If the corn supply is short, a 


combination of oats and barley may 
be substituted. Small amounts o"f 
linseed meal, wheat middlings and 
skimmilk or buttermilk are excel- 
lent additions to the sow's ration. 
Alfalfa or clover hay can be fed 
very effectively and more econom- 
ically in a self-feeder rack. It may 
be of interest also to swine breed- 
ers to know that there is a direct 
relationship between the rapidity of 
gain in weight in the sows and the 
number of pigs farrowed per lit- 
ter the following spring. It has been 
found that sows that are in only 
fair condition at breeding time will, 
in general, prove to be better pro- 
ducers than will sows carrying bet- 
ter than an average finish. 


Although these winter days may 


seem far from farrowing time, hog 
breeders will find that the care civ- 
en brood sows this winter will have j 
a helpful effect on the spring's pic 
crop. In fact, pig money in 1938 will 
depend almost entirely on thi effort 
that is put into the management 
and care of the brood sow during 
these winter days, Lacey stated.

movement of hay and straw origin- 
ating in areas of 10 western states 
where the weevil has established 
itself. States so menaced are Arizo- 
na, California, Colorado, Idaho, Ne- 
braska, Nevada, Oregon, South Da- 
kola, Utah, and Wyoming. 


Importation into Wisconsin of al- 


falfa hay as such, or other hay or 
any kind of cereal straw which has 
been grown or stored in infested 
districts is prohibited. The prohibi- 
tion also extends to their use as 
packing material or -for any other 
purpose. 


According to E. L. Chambers, en- 


tomologist of the department, the 
alfalfa weevil was introduced in the 
vicinity of Salt Lake City in 1904, 
and has since caused untold loss- 
es to alfalfa -in regions where it 
has spread. 


As evidence that enforced quar- 


antines retard the spread of in- 
jurious insect pests and plant dis- 
eases.

The first impression—and it is al- 


ways so with broad 
statements 


about labor relations—is that the 


. council has produced a document 


of fairness alike to employer and 
cmploje. Close 
inspection of the 


published statements, however, will 
reveal that union labor would never 
accept amendments of the kind sug- 
gested and. after all. whether busi- 
ness men like it or not. labor, and 
not President Roosevelt, will dic- 
tate whether there are going to be 
any basic changes in the Wagner 
law. 


The most conspicuous recommen- 


dation—and it follows many of the 
same kind made by business organ- 
izations in the past—is that "em- 
ployes shall be free in self-organiz- 
ation 
and 
collective bargaining 


from interference, restraint or co- 
ercion from any source." 


Appears Plausible 


_ This appears 
plausible enough 


till its true meaning is examined. 


. Intimidation by workmen of other 


workmen is a matter that 
comes 


under the powers of state and city 
governments. To put the 
federal 


government into the police business 
is to add a power to the central 
government which the business men 
themselves, 
on reflection, 
would 


hardly favor. The words "from any 
source" are too broad. 


Physical coercion 
is something 


with which the 
Wagner law does 


not attempt to deal. What it does 
concern itself with is economic co- 
ercion, and this is exercised either 
by collective action of labor organ- 
izations through picketing, boy- 
cotts, strikes, etc., or by employers 
when, by their right to hire or fire, 
they punish employes seeking to 
persuEde their fellow 
workers to 


join unions. 


To make the Wagner act abso- 


lutely fair to both employers and 
employes, it could be amended, of 
course to restrain certain forms of 
economic" coercion, such as strikes 
called without a vote of the mem- 
bership or strikes called when there 
have r.ot been exhausted the pre- 
scribed forms or processes of con- 
ciliation and 
negotiation. 
Some- 


thing of the same kind is already 
written into federal law with re- 
spec£ to railroad labor in what is 
known as the National Mediation 
act 


Services of Board 


When the council suggests that 


"any party to a labor dispute" shall 
be able to invoke the services of 
the board, this touches on a prob- 
lem which has many ramifications. 
If the purpose is merely to give the 
employer a right to find out offi- 
cially through an election what the 
majority of his employes wish in 
the way of a bargaining agent, the 
plan would hardly be objectionable 
from labor sources. But if It is in- 
tended to give the employer a right 
to enjoin by court action the opera- 
tions of labor unions or to restrain 
in any way the efforts 
at self-or- 


ganization undertaken even by a 
minority of the emplo3'es, especial- 
ly in the absence of any clear ma- 
jority, then the labor unions which 
hold the balance of power in con- 
gress today would never consent to I 
such an amendment. 


The council offered another rec- 


ommendation: 


"Neither the act nor its adminis- 


tration will favor any 
particular 


form of any bona fide labor organ- 
ization." 


Looks Fair 


This looks fair enough, but what 


does it really mean? Does it clear 
the an any? At present, the Wagner | 
law does not permit the boards to 
favor any particular form of labor 
organization, 
merely 
stipulating 


that, for the purpose of holding 
elections, 
ihe board shall deter- 


mine what the "appropriate unit for 
collective bargaining" 
shall 
be. 


whcthr-r ft whole plant or special 
departments or crafts 
or 
other 


groups within a big industrial oper- 
ation. 


Certainly, the Wagner law today 


requires the board to find out what 
is and what is not a "bona fide la- 
bor organization" and presumably 
this , discretionary 
or fact-finding 


power would continue to be lodged 


in the board if the council's rec- 
ommendations were adopted. To as- 
certain what is a "bona fide" labor 
organization, 'the* board now takes 
testimony and evidence bearing on. 
whether an employer seeks by in- 
direct means to influence the action 
of any of his employes, whether the 
employer favors one group of em- 
ployes as against another, whether 
the company pays the expenses of 
a union of its own choosing rather 
than a union really 
wanted by a 


majority of the workers in a given 
unit. 


Draws DLstinction 


' 
The supreme court of the United 


States, in various decisions, 
has 


drawn a distinction between bona 
fide labor organizations and ihosc 
which are the tools or instruments 
of employer action. The 
Wagner 


law provides for business and in- 


i dustry generally m this respect a 
means of ascertaining whether an 
organization is 'bona fide" just as 
the National Mediation act has for 
years determined the same point 
with respect to labor organizations 
on tho nation's transportation sys- 
tems. 


Thertr is much, of course, to be 


said on the point of stabilizing la- 
bor relations by law and prevent- 
ing unnecessary 
interruptions to 


j production through the abuse of the 
right 
to strike." But any 
such 


amendments to existing law will 
come with greater ease and will be 
compelled by public opinion and 
accepted 
by 
labor groups them- 


selves only when business men, in 
their proposals 
to amend the Na- 


tional Labor Relations act. do not 
make suggestions that could, if em- 
bodied in actual amendments to the 
law. be used to frustrate the basic 
purposes of the act. These purposes 
are to guarantee and assure work- 
men of absolutely no interference 
or restraint against 
them by em- 


ployers when 
workers 
seek 
to 


choose their own form of organiza- 
tion or bargaining agents.

RE-VARNISHING 
THE WOOD ROD 


By O. Warren Smith 
I 


F I knew enough I would para- 
phrase 
that 
old 
rhyme of 


childhood days,— 


"Go shoe the horse, go shoe the 


mare. 


Never let the hoof go bare," 
for it is true that all wood lods 
call for considerable care. A split 
bamboo, which has had the wind- 
ings looked to. and kept well var- 
nished, will outlast any rod that 
has been neglected. 
I 
am 
not 


weary yet of telling about the rod 
I secured from the shop of a cer- 
tain famous maker some twenty- 
five 
years ago, and it is today 


just as perfect, just as*ready to do 
battle with bass or trout as it was 
when I first unpacked 
it. 
At 


least once a year it has been gone 
over with meticulous care, every 
ferrule, line-guide 
and 
winding 


looked to with almost microscopic 
fidelity: and finally, it is given a 
coat of varnish, secured from its 
maker. 


The re-varnishing of a rod Is 


not a very difficult task, granted 
good material and a wee bit of 
understanding' Of course the first 
and most important is the varnish 
itself. If you have a famous make 
of rod. by all means get your var- 
nish from the factory of the mak- 
er, 
then 
you 
will not run the 


chance of chemical disaster, though 
of that I suppose 
there is little 


danger. But I must insist upon the 
best of varnish, not the ten cent 
store variety. (Understand, I do 
most of my trading, like you. at 
the ten cent store, but when it 
comes to rod repairs and fishing 
tackle, well, the best is none too 
good) Granted you 
have 
good 


varnish, select a good pencil brush, 
thick and heavy, with long hairs. 
Must be soft and pliable so that it 
will lay the varnish evenly. 
i 


Select a warm day and a dustless 


room—if there is such a thine— 
for the operation. Have the var- 
nish warm, not hot. Begin with the 
top joint, holding it by the tip-top. 
Work downward, 
spreading 
the 


varnish well, having a care not to 
daub the guides or ferrules, for 
there is nothing more 
unsightly 


than a stained ferrule. 
<l keep 


those of my rods clean with some 
of my wife's silver polish, borrow- 
ed when 
she is 
not at home.) 


Treat the second, or middle joint', 
exactly the same, which goes for 
the hand-joint. Do not hurry the 
work, do it the very best you know- 
how. If you are real fortunate you 
will have a dustless corner where 
you can hang the rod. assembled, 
with a weight attached to the butt. 
If not. you will hang up the joints 
separately, and when 
sufficiently 


dry. you will assemble and sus- 
pend from the tip-top, attaching 
considerable weight to the butt. 
The weight will straighten a badly 
ijent rod, many times accomplish- 
ing the apparently impossible. 


Doublful if an old rod will call 


'or a second coat of varnish, for the 
second coat may render an other- 
wise good job lacky and unsightly.

Charitable contributions and gifts 


made by an Indvidual are deducti- 
ble within limitations provided by 
th» revenue act 
The organization 


to which the gift is made must meet 
•everal tests. The corporation, trust, 
community chest, fund, or founda- 
tion must be operated exclusively 
for religious, charitable, scientific 
literary, or educational purposes, or 
for the prevention of cruelty to 
children or animals; and if a sub- 
•tantial part of its activities is car- 
rying on propaganda or otherwise 
attempting to influence legislation. 
It fails to pass the tests. No part of 
the organization's income may in- 
ure to the benefit of any private 
stockholder or individual. 


Contributions made to a mission- 


ary fund, church building fund, 
and for the benefit of other activ- 
ities of the church are deductible. 
Pew rents, assessments, and dues 
paid to churches are regarded as 
contributions. 
Gifts to a corpora- 


tion Or association organized or de- 
voted to the advancement of learn- 
ing are deductible. 


Gifts to an individual are not de- 


ductible, but if made to a charita- 
ble organization, as defined by the 
revenue act, may be deducted even 
though the organization distributes 
funds among the individual benefi- 
ciaries. 


Contributions made by the United 


States, any state or territory or po- 
litical subdivision thereof, such as { 
a city or town, or the District of j 
Columbia, for exclusively public 


- purposes, are deductible; for ex- 
ample, a gift of real estate to a city 
to be used perpetually as a public I 
park is deductible. Also allowable 
are contributions to the special fund 
for 
vocational 
rehabilitation, 
to 


posts or organizations of war veter- 
ans and their auxiliaries in the 
United States, and to lodges, if 
used for religious, scientific, educa- 
tional, literary, or charitable pur- 
poses. 


In general, the deduction is limit- 


ed to 15 per cent of the net income, 
exclusive of the contributions. 


Corporate contributions are de- 


ductible when made to or for the 
use of a domestic corporation, do- 
mestic trust, or domestic communi- 
ty chest, fund, or foundation which 
meets the same tests as those made 
for recipients of individual contri- 
butions, but in the case of contribu- 
tions of gifts to a trust, chest, fund.

tainly turned out to be worthwhile." 
Gerhardt said. 


The club has 14 hoppers distribu- 


ted in the vicinity of Neenah, and 
so far this 
winter 
about - 1,200 


pounds of feed, some of which has 
been furnished by the boys them- 
selves and some by the state con- 
servation department, 
has 
been 


used. 


One of the problems overcome by 


the young conservationists in feed- 
ing pheasants is the lack of grit 
which the birds need to grind their 
food. 
Without grit the birds will 


starve despite the fact that they 
may obtain plenty of feed, ^.he stu- 
dents have found that by putting 
sand in the hoppers the birds flour- 
ish. 


Gerhardt reported that <ne in- 


clement weather has not only driv- 
en pheasants to the hoppers, but the 
boys have seen rabbits, squirrels 
and prairie chickens feeding at the 
hoppers. 
Because of the hoppers, 


few birds have been found dead 
this winter, while in former years 
large numbers of pheasants died 
because of the lack of food.

Galesburg. ill.—This is founders' week at Knox college, fondly known 


as Old Siwash and as the typical American fresh-water school. That may 
mean nothing to you. but it Js hot stuff at Siwash. and they usually im- 
port a couple of speakers to sound off at the big dinner which is the cli- 
max of the celebration.

That was the first time that Lincoln defined slavery 


as a moral issue, but his address is as well remem- 
bered for the fact that when Douglas referred to Lin- 
coln as a man who had once sold whisky the rail- 
Pcgler 


splitter retorted that Douglas, who was something of a rum-pot, had been 
his best customer. That slew them. 


They have a room full of furniture and other articles which Mr. Lin- 


coln is said to have owned or touched or looked at, and although there 
are few persons now living who can claim to have shaken his hand—and 
most of them probably are uncon- 
scionable old liars—there are others 
who take solemn pride in claiming 
to have shaken a hand that shook 
the hand of the Great Emancipator. 
Old Siwash alumni have a wav of 
lowering their voices when they 
speak of Lincoln.

ing been worn by him would be 
carefully shellacked or gilded and 
placed on the mantel shelf in the 
museum, and even a pluck of lint 
oft his coat would be placed under 
glass for the edification of the stu- 
dents.
